Perhaps one of the R-390 
experts can shed some light on this? 


I did some research about a year ago, measuring temps on tubes with the 
black shields, with the silver shields, and with no shields. Hottest was 
with the silver shields, second was with no shield, and the coolest was 
with the black IERC shields. Don't remember the temperature deltas, 
however...

I also had a great time at the Princeton (Starved Rock) fest, this is the 
first time I attended Princeton and it won't be the last. Saw (and 
purchased) several radios. Items coming home with me included: 


R390 (original version with original meters and covers and it works) $50 
probably my best hamfest buy ever! I was coming back from placing an R100 
and National dial in the pickup and the seller had just arrived and was 
unloading. This unit also has the vernier/turns counter BFO knob. I have 
now joined the 390 club. 


Knight R100 (doesn't have meter but at $15 it didn't have to) 


Howard 435A- first Howard I saw at a hamfest, $60 ( now I need a manual 


copy) 


Heath Apache and SB10 ($135 for the pair and fortuately I linked up with 
Mark K9TR and borrowed his everhandy hamfest cart to get this back to the 
pickup!) The Apache has matching but non-heath knobs so if anyone has a 
complete set of knobs (had to ask) for an apache let me know. And of course 
now I am in the market for a matching RX1. 


Also I picked up a Q-meter from Republic Electronics model REIC VA-260 
produced for the Air Force, covers 100khz to 100mhz. I bought it froma 
"representative" of the seller. A few minutes later the seller showed up 
with an RFL crystal impedance meter model 531 which he said had to go with 
the Q meter to make it look right (at no charge). I convinced the still 
present K9TR that one arm was longer than the other (probably from an 
earlier injury in a previous hamfest skirmish) and the crystal meter could 
equalize arm length so we completed a stroll through the fest. I could use 
manuals for both of these units! 


Finally, in the non-BA but big enough to be a BA category I picked up a 
Grundig TR807 transistor "portable". Weighs about as much as the Q meter. 
It covers 11 bands including longwave, BCB, and 5 shortwave and has a BFO. 
Replacing two filter caps, repairing the volume control, and aligning the FM 
section resulted in a nice "big" portable for $45. I may have accidentally 
started a Grundig collection after buying the Sattelit 700 while on an 
extended stay in Germany in '94 and picking up the Yachtboy 400 last year on 
an $75 Bestbuy closeout. The 807 has nice sound and plenty of volume 
although CW has an interesting chirp on the higher bands! 


Again, a great fest and a happy R390 owner!

Greetings, Troops. 


Well... we began reforming the electrolytics in the newly acquired 
Valiant last night, and suddenly realized that a simple trick I do 
routinely in this sort of thing should be passed along to others. 


The Valiant uses 866A mercury rectifiers; a bit of a problem when you're 
reforming electrolytics. 


Mercury tubes are designed to operate in a specific temperature range, 
which is established by the thermal radiation of the filiment and / or 
cathode. Until the lower edge that temperature range is reached, there is 
no cloud of mercury to be ionized for the tube to conduct. The gradually 
raised variac is not only lowering the plate voltages, but the merc tube 
FILIMENT voltage too, so the rectifier is cold when the (reduced) plate 
voltage is applied. 


When the temp finally rises and the vapor cloud is established as the 
variac is brought up over a period of hours, the 866A's fire into 
conduction abruptly. This not only defeats the whole point of bringing the 
line voltage up slowly, but it's pretty hard on the 866As too... the 
sudden conduction, at low temperature, can result in a backfire that can 
blow a perfectly good set of tubes. 


For doing a reforming job on a rig with small mercs, I keep in my shop a 
pair of 1616s... 


What, you may ask, are 1616s? 
Well, they can be considered environmentally friendly 866As; no mercury 


content! They're a vacuum version of the series of rectifiers that can be 
plugged in as a direct replacement for 866, 866A, and 816. The max current 


rating is a bit lower than 866A, so I don't leave ‘em in permanently... 
not to mention the much higher voltage drop across them would lower PA and 
modulator plate voltage. But, for cap reforming, they bring the voltage up 
gradually, unlike the mercury tubes. 


Most hams turned thier noses up at 1616s as a surplus item because of the 
drawbacks when compared to 866As. They show up frequently at hamfests for a 
pittance. 


If you do any restoration of the larger BA rigs, or expect to, it's a good 
idea to keep a couple of vacuum rectifiers around.

This allows you to apply lower voltages more predictably to the electrolytics 
Since there is no filament to deal with. I built several of these using

Anyone ever heard 
of HME? It is model 1020, 10-40 mtrs, uses two 8950 tubes. I don't have any 
tech info on the tubes either. The amp is DUSTY but not burnt or abused 
that I can see.

Eico 730 Modulator-Driver. Classic BA modulator. Uses 2 EL-34 
output tubes. Nice shape. Cage over top is not original but nicely 
made. Untested. All original (except for cage). $105 

Bug. This is the Japanese made bug that has a black base and clear 
plastic cover. It was sold under the Lafayette name and others. This 
one works great and looks great except that the plastic cover has been 
cracked and glued back together. This repair is very well done. $60 

Military AN/GRR-5 HF rado consisting of R-174/URR receiver and PP-380/URR 
power supply. Nice original condition except the case has been painted 
black. The front panels have the original paint as do the trim rings 
around the radio and PS. Only the cabinet is black. This is the best 
working GRR-5 I have ever heard. With original manual. $140 

Drake 2B receiver. Ham-bands only BA that is a strong performer. People 


who haven't heard the 2-B are always inpressed with this radio. This 
one has some ships around the front edge and some wear marks on top 
where the Q-multiplier was sitting (see below). But overall the front 
panel is excellent and the case is very good. Copper chassis has some 
small spots of grunge but is very clean. No calibrator. SO-239 antenns 
jack added to rear apron along with 2 RCA jacks (usage unknown). Front 
panel and cabinet are 100% original. Working pretty well but I did not 
test it thoroughly. $95 

Drake 2BQ q-multiplier. Matches the 2-B receiver above. Beautiful condition 
but --ARRRGGHHH-- a control has been added to the lower left corner of the 
front panel. Untested but presumed to be working. Original Jensen 
speaker and able to connect to 2-B. $50. Will not sell until I see if 2-B 
buyer wants it. 

Knight T-50 50-watt transmitter. Possibly the quinessential novice CW 
transmitter. Crystal or VFO-controlled (see below) for 80-10 meter 
operation. This one has an unoriginal military meter installed in 
place of the notoriously bad original meter. The original hole was used 
so this can be restored if you could ever find the right meter. The 
front panel is very clean with clear silk-screening and original knobs. 
But there is one deep scratch above the meter. The cabinet has the 
original paint with some scuffs but overall should clean up to very good 
condition. Untested. $70 

Knight VFO. This is the matching HF VFO for the T-50 transmitter above. 
Coverage includes 11 meters so you can get in on all that good 11 
meter CW activity. Knobs and paint are original and match the T-50. 

The front panel is all original. But the top of the cabinet has 2 
unoriginal bolts mounted with threads sticking upward outside the case 

as though this was to be hung under a shelf or some such. Anyway, once 
those are removed, 2 unoriginal 1/8" holes will remain. Front panel paint 
is very good with clear silk screening. Cabinet paint is dirty but 

should clean up nicely with Gojo and elbow grease. Untested. $60. Will 
not sell until I see if T-50 buyer wants it. 

National 1-10 VHF receiver. Post-war regenerative VHF receiver using 
plug-in coils and National's ubiquitous PW-dial. This radio looks great 
except that 4 unoriginal 1/8" holes have been drilled in the top (lift- 
up lid) cover. Only one set of plug in coils (band C which covers about 
80-125mc). is included. Requires external power supply which I do not have. 
It must've sat in a box most of its life because it shows very little 
dust. The cloth-covered power cord looks brand new whereas most sets I've 
seen have these badly deteriorated and unraveling. Untested. $65
